AND HUGS TRAIN 


Jone Bandit Gels in His: Work 
on Northern Pacific, 


Jarge Sum of Money Secured by the 
Robber — Bloodhounds Are on 
His Trail and Reward of 
$50,000 Is Offered for 
Him Dead or Alive. 


Missoula, Mont., October 24.—Eastbound 
passenger train No. 2, on the Northern 
Pacific. was held up last night near 
Drummond, Mont., a place 4 miles 
from this city and Engineer Dan O'’Net}] 
was killed. O'Neill had been in the ser- 
vice of the road longer than any other 


engineer. 

Tae train, included mail, bag- 
gage and express cars with nine coaches, 
jeft Missoula at‘“10:20 p. m. It arrived af- 
ter midnight at a place 2 miles east of 
Drummond. Here the train was signaled 
to stop, and the enginege accordingly 
slowed up. While doing so he saw a man 
creeping toward him over the tender. 
The man, who was armed, called to 
ONeill to stop the train instantly 

The engineer took in the Situation at 
once and pulling open the throttle tried 
to start tue train at full speed. The 
‘obber divined his purpose and fired at 
hm. The shot took instant effect and 
the engineer fell dead at his post. The 
robber then proceeded to rifle the ex- 
press and mail cars. He plundered the 
‘yeguiar mail and blew open the safe in 
the express car, which was wrecked by 
the explosion. | 
The amount of plunder waich he se- 
tured is not Known, but it is supposed 
to be large. The excitement on the train 
was intense. The sudden stoppage of the 
train, followed soon by the explosion, 
spread alarm among the train hands and 
the passengers. The darkness of the 
n'ght and the loneliness of the place 
added to the terror. 

Word of the attack was sent to Drum- 
mond, wnence it was telegraphed to 
Deer Lodge, 50 miles away. Bloodhounds 
were sent out at once and steps were 
taken to Keep vigilant watch for the 
robbers.

After the adjeurnment the an- 
nouncement was made that only two con- 
clusions had been reached. The first of 
these was to admit the public to all 
formal meetings of the commission, and 
the second to notify the parties to the 
controversy to be present at the meeting 
ion Monday for the purpose of arranging 
a time for holding which will. be con- 
‘venient for all concerned. Notices were 
accordingly sent to the mine operators 
and to Mr. Mitcheli, president. of the mine 
workers, to be in attendance on Monday. 
It was stated that most of the time of 
today’s meeting was taken up in a dis- 
cussion of the question as’to the time 
when the hearings shall be set, the result 
of which was the conclusion to ‘call in 
the people interested before reaching a 
decision. 

The commission has already adopted 
an official name and has had its print- 
ing prepared, designating it as the An. 
thracite Coal Strike commission. 

Edward A. Mosely, who becomes an as- 
sistant to Recorder Wright by direction 
of the president, is secretary of the in- 
terstate commerce commission.

From reports received the total 
output yesterday did not exceed 75,000 
tons. When in full operdtion the mines 
employed in every capacity about 145,000 
men and boys. Of this mumber, it is 
estimated that 82,000 were at work today.

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HANNA REELS 
AFTER SPEECH 


Again the Senator Almost 
Faints After Speaking to 
Hoosiers. 


South Bend, Ind., October 24.—Senator 
‘Hanna all but collapsed again tonight at 
‘the-end of:his address in the. Auditorium, 
| and had to be assisted to his chair by 
‘Congressman A. L. Brick, of Indiana. 

Trusts were not discussed at tonight's 
| rally, ‘whica was one of the greatest 
demonstrations ever given in South Bend. 

Thousands enthusiastically greeted the 
. speakers, who were Senators Hanna and 
‘Fairbanks and Governor Durbin. Sena- 
tor Hanna spoke’ at many points in the 
State today. 

In the gas belt towns Senator Hanna 
devoted his attention to the large num- 
| bers of laboring men in the crowds gath- 
ered at each place. He talked to them 
of the tariff and its effect upon Ameri- 
can industries. Tae last speech of the 
day was made here. At midnight _— 
tor Hanna left for Cleveland. 

While a crowd of 7,000 people was BAM,

' tor Hanna to Marion, a freight train on 
' the Pennsylvania road ran through the 
crowd. A brake rod on a flat car extend. 
ed over the side and mowed the crowd 
down like grass.

Famous Scout and Detective 
ls Convicted of Murdering- 
‘a Boy, 


Cheyenne, Wyo.,.October 24.—Tom Horn, 
a famous scout and stock detective, was 
today found guilty of murder in the first 


degree. The trial of Horn for the murder 


Kels Nickell, on July 18, 1901 at his fath- 
er’s ranch in the Iron mountain country, 
was begun October 10. 

The claim of tne prosecution was that 
Horn, in the pay of certain.large cattle 
owners, killed the Nickell boy in an ef- 
fort to frighten his father and cause him 
to leave the country. The strongest evi- 
dence against Horn was his own confes- 
sion, made to Deputy Sheriff Joseph H. 
Laforse, in which he gave minute details 
of the crime. 

Horn at the trial admitted making the 
confession, but declared it was false and 
was made only in a bragging way, while 
he and Laforse were exchanging yarns.

She Denies Selling Molineux the Sil- 
ver Bottle Holder Which. Ac- 
companied the Poison. ..Pack- 


New York, October 2£—The defense in 
the Molineux trial again claimed an ad- 
vantage today when Miss Emma Miller, 
(the woman who the silver bottle 
holder, which aceompanied the peisoned 
package sent to Ha Cornish, testified 
positively that Molinewx was’ not the pur- 
chaser. . 

‘Much of teday'’s season was devoted to 
the examination. of a ‘handwriting expert, 
who was positive that the address on 
the poison package, «three Cornish let- 
ters on interlaced crescent paper, the Bar- 
nett letters—atimitted for purposes of 
comparison only—andjetters admitted to 
have been writen by the defendant, were 
all -written by the sa&me hand. 

Miss Miller said she sold the bottie 
holder submitted to her, but doubted if 
she could recognize the person to whom 
she sold ‘t. She admittesi that she hai 
demanded $150 before she would give her 
testimony. 

Miss Milier said, replying to ex-Govern- 
or Black, that she remembered selling the 
bottle holder in question-on December 21, 
198. She sold it to a man with gray eyes 
amd a sandy beard. She was quite sure 
Molineux was not the, man, 

Edward Ehrhardt, @ boy in the employ 
of Hartdegen & Co. testified that he 
wrapped up the bottle holder, sold by Miss ;

He could not now 
recognize the purchaser. 

Expert on ths Scand. 

John F. Tyrrell, of Milwaukee, the 
handwriting expert, Wo. the next witness. 
At counsel's requést, Mr. Tyrrell looked 
at the “H. Cornish’ letters on the three 
crescent papers. ‘Osborne got him to

“T find that all these writings were made 
by the same hand,” the expert re- 
plied.

Mr. Tyrrell declared again that the ad- 
dress on the poison package and the Bar- 
nett and Cornish letters were written by 
the same hand, and then counsel got the 
witness to say he had compared the dis- 
puted writings with the writings admitted 
to have been made by the defendant. 

‘And what conclusion did you reach?’ 
asked the assistant district attorney. 

“One -hand wrote them all,” said Tyr- 
rell. 

The jury. seemed much impressed with 
Mr. Tyrrell’s manifestation and followed 
every word he said and every movement 
he made as he picked out letter after 
letter in the poison package address and 
found its counterpart-in one or more of 
the conceded writings of the defendant. 

More than thirty women sat out both 
sessions of the day, and at least two asked 
the court officer in charge of that sec- 
tion to reserve their seats for them for 
Monday. 

Tyrrell was still on his direct examina- 
tion when the court adjourned unti] Mon- 
day morning.

IN THE ORIGINAL TRIAL’ 
JURY GAVE MOTHER $8,000 


But This Was Cut to $6,000, and ia 
Appeal Supreme Court Fixed 
$3,000, Saying That Sum 
Covered All the Dam- 
ages. 


Des Moines, Iowa, October 24.—(Specia].) 
In a case from Webster county the su- 
preme court today decided that in this 
state the recovery of damages for the 
loss of life of a child under five years 
of age cannot exceed $3,000. 

In the original trial of the case before 
Judge 8. M. Weaver, who is now a mem- 
ber of the supreme bench, the jury re- 
turned a verdict of, $8,000. This Judge 
Weaver cut to $6,000 

Being appealed as to the reasonableness 
of the amount, the supreme court re- 
versed the judgment, stating that the 
damages to the parents from the loss of 
the chilg could not exceed $3,000. 

Mrs, A. W. Hiveley, of Webster county, 
is the loser.

Chat Is the Substance of the Report 
of Chief Engineer Mellville, 
Who Has Beén Making 
Exhaustive Experiments 
at Washington. 


Washington, October 24.—The annual 
‘port to the secretary of the navy of 
tngineer in Chief George Mellville is of 
inusual irterest this year, principally 
for the reason that the proposed use of 
petroleum as a substitute for coal on 
shipboard is treated at length and in such 
details as thoroughly to meet the innu- 
merable demands that have come to the 
navy department for the special informa- 
‘ion collected by the engineering board, 
Sor months this board has been working 
with a big 2,000-horsepower boiler on 
the water front in this city, testing a 
nultitude of oil burning devices, and 
he great manufacturing concerns in the 
Tnited States and even abroad have been 
seeking to learn the results of the board's 


work. 
The details of this report on this sub- 


ject will be of great interest to special 
classes. For the public perhaps they are 
summed up in the following extract from 


the report: 

The report says: 

“The more this question is  Iinvesti- 
gated the more intricate seems the prob- 
lem of successfully installing an oil fuel 
appliance on board a battle ship. It

the bord was the *engineering or mechan- 
ical feature, involving the possibility of 
successfully burning oil for steam pur- 
poses, and it said that this problem is 
nearing solution.

The air blast should 
be heated by some simple device, and if 
this is done properly the experiments 
have shown that it will be possible to 
force the combustion of oil to the same 
extent as coal, something not before 
done, but very essential for naval uses.”

“It ‘May be regarded as a certainty 
that, except wherein unusual conditions 
prevail, the cost of oil for marine pur- 
poses will be generally greater than that 
of soal. The cost may be less for vessels 
departing from the gulf and California 
seaports, but the rule will hold else- 
where. While the question of cost should 
be of secondary importance in military 
mattérs, it must be taken into considera- 
tion. It is the expense of transportation 
that will always prevent the oi! from 
being a cheap. combustible. While it 
may be put on the tank steamer very 
cheaply at ports like Point Sabine, its 
commercial value will be determined by 
the cost of delivery at commercial and 
maritime centers.”

Both Democratic and Republican Leaders Claim That 
the Voters Are Apathetice-Neither Party Is Very 
Flush--Democratic Chances. : 


Washington, October 
There is a marked absence of interest 
and enthusiasm in the pending political 
campaign, and the managers on both sides 
of the partisan fence are unhappy. Both 
parties are “hard up” for the sinews of 
of war, and the boys who make a busi- 
ness of getting behind the ballots refuse 
to go to work except for a fair consider- 
ation. The dividing lines between the two 
great national parties are so dimly out- 
lined that thousands and thousands of 
conservative voters are indifferent as to 
whether the democrats or the republican 
carry the next house of representatives. 

The coal strike promised to cut an im- 
portant figure in the coming election, es- 
pecially in Pennsylvania, New York, New 
Jersey, Maryland and West Virginia. The 
indications now are that the strike will 
be settled before election day and neither 
party will have realized any material ad- 
vantage from the threatened coal famine. 
Both parties have suffered great disad- 
vantages during the past month or two 
from the agitation of the coal war. Poli- 
tics has been swept aside and even the 
most attractive spellbinders sent out upon 
the political highway to ‘‘whoop up’’ the 
voters had to be called in, because of 
lack of interest in the campaign. 

Strike news had a sage ge in all of 
the leading newspapers of the country, 
and politics seemed to be a dead issue 
for the time being. Strenuous efforts will 
be made during the remaining two weeks 
before election to work up some. excite- 
ment over the contest for possession of 
the next house of representatives. The 
outlook for a sensational finisn is not 
promising, as both the republican and 
democratic congressional committees are 
financially em¥Parrassed. The democrats 
have to depend entirely upon loyal and 
geherously disposed members of the party 
for contributions. The latter clase of 
democrats appears to be woefully smal} 
this season. The republicans have con- 
tinued their practice of assessing rep- 
resentatives of favored corporations and 
trusts, but the responses have been 
neither numerous nor satisfying. They 
have even resorted to the old-time prac- 
tice of levying assessments upon govern- 
ment employees, but the civil service 
commission stepped in with a protest, so 
that the laborers in Uncle Sam’s vineyard 
hardly know what is expected of them. 
Naturally .they do not like the idea of 
“giving up’’ to a campaign fund with 
the price of fuel and subsistence running 
a neck and neck race with their limited 
income.

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AMID PERILS. 
MINERS WORK 


Fields in Indian Territory 
Most Dangerous in the 
United States. 


Washington, October 2%.—The annual 
report of the United States mining in- 
spector for Indian Territory to the secre- 
tary of the interior emphasizes the dan- 
gerous conditions surrounding the coal 
miners there and points to the fact 
that oil production has already had con- 
siderable effect on the coat traffic. 

The report says there has been con- 
siderable activity in the coal fields dur- 
ing the past year. The largely increased 
number of openings, however, has not 
been followed with the increased produc- 
tion of coal that mir*t have been ex- 
pected. although tha. production has 
been increased to the extent of 350,109 
tons.# Two reasons are advanced by the 
inspector for this failure, viz, lack of 
sufficient cars to transport the coal when 
coal was in greatest demand and a scare- 
ity of orders, largely influenced by cue 
production of oil in the Texas oil fields. 
There are now 130 coal openings in In- 
dian Territory, besides a numbér of pros- 
pect holes and strip pits. 

The report expressed the belief that 
the.Indjan Territory .coal. fields.-are -pet- 
haps more dangerous than any other 
in the United States by reason of the 
character of the bituminous ‘coal there, 
the fine, highly explosive carburated hy- 
‘drogen, or fire damp, arid the treacherous 
character of the overlying strata undér 
which the miners have to work. Most 
of the operators have suffered from a lack 
of skilled miners and inexperienced and 
incompetent men employed are stated 
in the report to be unfit to protect them- 
selves or their fellow ‘workmen properiy 
from the dangers always existing in the 
coal mines. sem

Royal Progress Through Metrop- 


ial 


glis Scheduled for Today, 


Goute Is Profusely Dotted by Flags, 
Festoons and Flowers—Twenty 
Thousand Troops Will Line 
Street Used by Royal 
Procession. 


London, October 24.—The royal progress 
‘through London tomorrow, which has 
been arranged at considerable expense 
with the object of allaying the disap- 
pointment caused by the abandonment 
of the second day's procgssion at the 
time of King Edward’s coronation, prom- 
ises to be a less fashionable taan a pop- 
ular display. 

The route is fairly profusely dotted 
with Venetian masts and the habitual 
grayness of the streets is relieved by 
flags, festoons and garlands of paper 
flowers, while a few of the more ambi- 
tious districts have erected arches. 
Among the wealthier ones, however, who 
usually bear the brunt of making a suc- 
cess Of Such occasions, tnere is a decided 
lack of interest. The fashionable thor- 
oughfares, Picadily and St. James 
etreet, will not be traversed, so the 
wealthy owners of houses which are cus- 
tomarily lavishly decorated have not 
even taken the trouble to return to town 
for the occasion, 

Much curiosity has been aroused by 
tae disappearance of the names of the 
king’s daughters from the list of those 
participating in the procession. Neither 
the princesses of Wales, Fife, nor 
Charles of Denmark are included in the 
Jatest official programme, although they 
appeared in the earlier ones, 

Across the Thames, however, where tae 
presence of the royal family is prac- 
tically unknown, there doubtless will be 
p great turnout of the southsiders, who 
are bedizzening their small houses and 
shops with a great wealth of color, if 
little of art. . 

Seats over the water are selling for 60 
cents and the few stands erected in tne 
west end lack customers sufficient to fill 
them. 

The procession will start from Buck- 
ingham palace at noon and will consist 
of the headquarters’ staff, a naval gun 
and a detachment of blue jackets, squad- 
rons of horse guards dragoons, hussars 
and lancers and eight state laudaus with 
the royal family and members of the 
household, the rear being brougat up by 
Lord Roberts, the sovereign’s escort of 
life guards, the state carriage containing 
the king and queen, escorted by the 
prince of Wales, duke of Connaught, 
duke of Argyll, Prince Christian of 
Schleswig-Holstejn and Prince Charigs of 
Denmark and a score of sequerries and 
aides. Their majesties will lunch at the 
Guild hall and will return te the palace 
at 3 o'clock,

tols, and the former premier, leaping to 
the ground to defend himself, was over- 
come, receiving over twenty wounds ip 
the head, in addition to other injuries.

NOT SERIOUSLY WOUNDED 


A Young Lady Boarding at the Same

The bullet, which Hawks evidently 
aimed at his breast, missed its mark and 
penetrated the left shoulder. The young 
man, in desperation, then made an effort 
to fire a second shot, but was prevented 
by the young lady, who knocked the pis. 
to] from his hand. 

The wounded man was removed to the 
Grady hospital, where his wound was 
given attention. Superintendent Brewster 
stated last night that the wound is of a 
painful nature, but that he does not con- 
sider it serious. 

Patrolman R. J. Brown arrived on the 
scene shortly after the shooting. He 
asked Hawks if he had shot himself and 
received a reply in the affirmative. He 
then asked the young man what prompted 
him to do the act and Hawks answered 
because he was in so mutch trouble. He 
gave no further reason. 

A letter written by Hawks to the young 
lady in question, and which leads the 
officers to believe that a love affair is at 
the bottom of the attempted suicide, was 
found in the room and is In the posses- 
sion of the police. The young lady seem- 
ed to be much agitated over the shooting 
and Officer Brown found her weeping 
when he entered the room. She.later vis- 
ited the hospital to ascertain the extent 
of Hawks’ wound. 

Hawks’ home is at Casville, on the 
Western & Atlantic railroad, and his pa- 
rents will be notified of the affair. It is 
believed that he will have recovered in 
a short time.

WERE BARRED 


‘By the Officers of the Louis 


ville Medical Colleges 


Cantrell Could Not Do Business in 
the Kentucky City Because of 
His Color—He Was Allowed, 
However, To Prepare 
Subjects. 


Imianapolis, Ind., October 24.—A letter 
found today by the mother of Rufus Can- 
trell, one of the grave robbers, corrobo- 
rates, in a measure, the statements of 
Cantrell that he went to Louisville to op- 
erate. Physicians connected. with the 
Louisville colleges said they had never 
heard of Cantrell, and that he was not 
telling the truth. The negro prides him- 
self in assisting the investigation of the 
grave robbing cases, and he exhibited the 
letter found by his mother. 


“This will help show that I am telling 
the truth,” he said. 


The letter in question is dated Louis- 
ville, September 12, 1900, is addressed to a 
prominent city offical and is signed by 
a prominent physician of that city, and 
reads as follows: 


“This will certify that bearer, Rufus 
J. Cantrell, came to Louisville on a mat- 
ter of business from medical college of 
indianapolis.”’ 


About three weeks ago a party of 
Indianapolis people went to Louisville to 
conduct a search for stolen bodies. About 
twenty-five bodies were found in the cold 
storage in an ice cream factory, but none 
useq Sujdey se peyruep, Sem Uley} jo 
stolen from Indianapolis cemeteries. 

The party, including Detectives Ash and 
Manning, was told by physicians in 
Louisville that Cantrell was not known 
ther and had never been in the employ 
of the colleges. 

Cantrell has a different story to tell, and 
shows his letter as evidence that he is 
telling the truth. He said he was recom- 
mended by a letter signed by members 
of the faculty of the Central college, of 
this city, and went to Louisville to go 
into the grave robbing business, but that 
he was turned down on account of his 
color. 

“I went to work preparing subjects for 
dissection in the medical department of 
the University of Nashville,. at Eigth 
and Chestnut streets, and at the Ken- 
tucky School of Medicine in alnut 
street. I was in close touch h the 
gangs, however. About a month later 
I got ready to come home and Dr. Davi 
gave me this letter to the mayor, rYeho 
furnished me with a ticket. If you don't 
beHeve I was in Louisville, ask Taylor 
& Sons, Milton & Son, and William Wat- 
son, al] of them undertakers.”’ 

Louisville, Ky., October 24.—Dr. Edward 
L. David, registrar of the University of 
Louisville, said tonight that he remember- 
edi the negro Cantrell very well. Can- 


treli came to, Louisville with a letter of | 
introduction from an Indianapolis phy- : 


siclan, whose name Dr. David does not 
now recall. 

Cantrell, the doctor says, was “ready 
for any kind of work,’’ but the registrar 
told him that body snatching was not 
necessary in Kentucky, as the state fur- 
nished all bodies legitimately. Dr. David 
was later instrumental in securing trans- 
portation to Indianapolis for Cantrell.

Columbia, 8. C., October 24.—(Special.) 
The trial of Major Barnard’ B. Evans, 
for the murder of Captain John J. Griffin 
eighteen months ago, began here today. 

The case was postponed for three terms 
because presiding judges were relatives 
of Evans. The last term it was post- 
poned because former Congressman 
Johnstone, leading counsel, was together 
with ex-Governor John Gary Evans, 
cousin of the defendant, stumping the 
state as candidates for the United States 


senate. 

The sensational feature of the morning 
was getting on the jury John L. Mim- 
naugh, one of the largest merchants in 
the state. Both sides accepted Mim- 
naugh. The juror then volunteered the 
information that he opposed capital pun- 
ishment, and that under this law he 
would not convict a man unless he saw 
him commit the crime. The defefise re- 
sisted all attempts to move Mimnaugh 
from the jury and he remained. 

The testimony for the state was that 
Griffin had a large roll of bills before he 
went to Evans’ room. A shot was heard 
in the building, and somé time after 
Evans camé out and in great excitement 
telephoned to doctors that some one was 
sick in his apartments. When Dr. R. 
W. Gibbes arrived Evans said, ‘Here is 
a man shot himself.”’ There was a stick 
on the floor with blood on it, and Griffin's 
face was bruised. He was shot in the 
breast. There were powder burns on one 
hand. 

When told Griffin must die, Evans be- 
came violent. He swore the doctor had 
killed him. The doctor finally escaped 
and got two policemen. Evans had the 
door barricaded when they returned and 
they got in only when Judge Gary, 
Evans’ cousin, urged him to open. 

Dr. Gibbes showed clothes on which he 
had experimented with pistols to prove 
that Griffin could not have shot himself 
without marking his shirt front. 

Witness found a 5-gallon jug, partly 
full of whisky, and half empty tumblers 
in Evans’ room, 

Only a few cents were found in the 
dead man’s pockets. 

The defendant testified in the after- 
noon. “fe bad asked Griffin to his room 
to take a drink. His attention was di- 
rected to Griffin reciting poetry and say- 
ing, “This is no ignoble death,”’ and on 
looking up he saw Griffin with witness’ 
pistol pointing at his breast. The next 
moment he fired. Griffin said, “I’m shot; 
go for a doctor.” 
‘The evidence was that the man lived 
for thirty to fifty minutes, and his wife 
and children, living a few blocks away, 
were not notified till after his death.

Officers passed through 
Wartburg last Sunday, having Hulin in 
custody, and some of those who saw the 
man state that he was Mack and not 
Silas Hulin. Some who saw the dead 
man at Clinton say that he was Silas 
Hulin. Mack Hulin is said to have been 
Silas Hulin’s junior. 

The Hulins live near Deer Lodge, 
Tenn., and it is said inquirers there have 
been told that Mack Hulin has been 
away from home for several days.. There 
are some people in Clinton, the scene 
of the murder, who state that the man 
now in Knoxville is undoubtedly Silas 
Hulin, while there are others who hold 
to the theory that he is Mack Hulin. 
Seven people have made affidavits that 
he is Silas Hulin. No explanation is 
made, however, that will clear up why 
Mack Hulin would want to represent 
himself as Silas Hulin if Silas is dead. 

The affair is a mystery which has not 
yet been fathomed and which may re- 
quire considerable further investigation.

CONTEMPT CASE WITHDRAWN 


John Haddow and William Webber 
Escape Punishment in Virginia 
by Signing Agreement with 
Operators To Get Out 
of County. 


Roanoke, Va., October 24.—It is learned 
today that a compromise has been 
reached between John Haddow and Wil- 
liam Webber, two union labor organizers, 
and the receivers of the Virginia Iron, 
Coal and Coke Company, and that the 
contempt case against Haddow and 
Webber in the federal courts, which has 
been continued until next May, may 
never come to trial. 

It is understood that Webber and Had- 
dow virtually admitted that they had 
violated the injunction of the court pro- 
hibiting labor organizers. trespassing 
upon lands of the Virginia Iron, Coal 
and Coke Company pending the receiver- 
ship. The defendants signed an agree- 
ment, in consideration that no further 
action should be taken agaigst them, to 
quit the coal fields of Wise county for- 
ever. In event they return they will 
have to answer to the court for the com- 
plaint, which is still a matter of record 
on the docket. 

The case has attracted national inter- 
est, owing to the fact that Webber and 
Haddow, after having been convicted 
several months ago and sent to jail on a 
contempt charge, were pardoned by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt.

John Evans, a Negro, Is Executed at 
Lawrenceville, Va. 

Richmond, Va., October 24.—John 
Evans, colored, was hanged at Lawrence- 
ville today for wife murder. The drop 
fell at exactly 12:30 and the man was 
Pronounced dead by the jail physician 
in sixteen and one-half minutes. His 
neck was broken. He mounted the scaf- 
fold unsupported. His crime was a most 
cold-blooded one.

BY INIUNCTION 


Courls Appedled to bj Birm- 
ingham Machine Shops 


Restraining Order Is Issued by Chan- 
cellor Carmichael — Conspiracy, 
Interference and Many Other 
Charges Made Against 
Union Machinists. 


Birmingham, Ala., October 24.—(Spe- 
clal.)—For the first time in the history 
of Alabama the courts have undertaken 
to handle a strike. 

On July 4 the machinists and molders 
of most of the foundries and machine 
shops here struck. The companies had 
nonunion labor imported, but insist that 
their new men have been harassed in 
every ‘way since then and have today 
secured a temporary injunction restrain- 
ing the union men from interfering with 
the business from several points. 

The bill alleges that the strikers ‘‘con- 
federated together to prevent the com- 
plainant from obtaining other em- 
ployees,’’ and that an attempt was made 
to accomplish this by menace, intimida- 
tion and opprobrious epithets addressed 
to the complainants’ workmen, by gath- 
ering in crowds about the complainants’ 
places of business and on the streets 
and by actual violence to the persons of 
some of them. As a reason, it is alleged, 
complainants have been deprived of the 
services of men who are ready and 
willing to work. It is alleged to be the 
purpose of the union to continue the un- 
lawful practice, if not restrained by law. 

The complainants describe a system of 
picketing, which is alleged to have been 
inaugurated, and also allege that certain 
of their employees were assaulted when 
going about the streets, and several al- 
leged instances of this character are 
cited; that in order to protect. the men 
it became necessary to arrange sleeping 
quarters for them in the building and to 
provide deputy sheriffs to afford them 
protection when they go out ‘of the 
grounds, 

That as a reason for alleged ‘‘conspir- 
acy” their business ie being injured, that 
they are being put to heavy expense, and 
that the loss and damage will be frrepar- 
able .f continued. 

In. consequence a temporary injunction 
is asked restraining all of the parties al- 
legéd to have joined in the so-called con- 
spiracy from interfering in any way with 
the complainants in their efforts to carry 
on their business. 

Chancellor Carmichael, after consulting 
numerous authorities, granted the prayer 
of the petitioners and: the writs were 
issued. The next thing in order will be 
a motion to dissolve the temporary in- 
junctions, and if this is denied the in- 
junctions will become permanent.

CUTTING DOWN THE ARMY. 


Order Reducing Enlisted 
Strength Is Issued. 

Washington, October 24.—A general or- 
der to the army was issued today an- 
nouncing that by direction of the presi- 
dent the organization of the enlisted 
strength of the army under the reorgan- 
ization act of February 2, 1901, shall be 
reduced to 56,989, the minimum author- 
ized by law. Under this order the va- 
rious arms of the army will be reorgan- 
ized as follows: 

Infantry companies , coast artillery 
companies 109, field artillery batteries 120, 
two siege batteries 160 each, cavalary 
troops 65, engineer corps 104, except those 
at the service schools at Forts Leaven- 
worth and Riley. The cavalry troeps are 
allowed 85 enlisted men and the infantry 
companies 130 men. Another exception 
+ 4s made in the case of the legation guard 
of infantry at Pekin, which is fixed at 


85 men. 
These reductions are to be’ effected by 
casualties as they occur, through expira- 
tion of service, etc., or by transfers, if 
hereafter directed, so that recruiting es- 
pecially for artillery and engineers will 
be confined to the re-enlistment of de- 
serving soldiers who apply within three 
months of date of discharge, or such 
other enlistments as may be specially

Raleigh, N. C., October 24.—(Special.)— 
The commissioner of labor statistics to- 
day made public the summary of reports 
he has received from representative 
farmers in all the ninety-seven counties 
of the state. 

These show an increase in value of land 
in sixty-five counties, a decrease in two 
and no change in thirty. Eighty coun- 
ties report the fertility of land main- 
tained, and seventeen not maintained. 
Sixty-nine counties report tendency to 
smaller farms, nine to larger and nine- 
teen no change. Seventyetwo report la- 
bor scarce, twenty-one plenty, and three 
abundant. Ninety-three report negro la- 
bor unreliable, two reliable, and two no 
negro labor. Fifty-six report employment 
regular, forty-one not regular. The cost 
of living increased in ninety-five coun- 
ties. The highest average wages of men 
was $15.49, lowest $9.72; highest wages of 
women $10.08, lowest $6.61; wages of chil- 
dren $5.57. Fifty-seven counties report 
increase of wages, forty no _ increase. 
Sixty-eight counties produce cotton at 
an average cost of $27.57 per 500 pound 
bale, or 5 1-2 cents per pound; seventy- 
five produce wheat at 66 cents per 
bushel; ninety-six produce corn at 4 
cents per bushel; ninety-two produce oats 
at 33 cents per bushel; fifty-eight produce 
tobacco at $6.48 per 100 pounds. 


The educational condition was reported 
as good in six counties, fair in thirty- 
nine, poor in (fifty-two. Ejighthy-five 
counties report improvement in educa- 
tion, twelve report no improvement. 
Eighteen report moral condition good, 
seventy fair, nine poor. Eighty-one re- 
port improvement in morals, and sixteen 
no improvement.

Organized Labor’s Victory. 

In the general jubilation of the set- 
tlement of the great coal strike, the 
real import of the victory won by the 
miners has perhaps been lost sight of 
by the public. The mere demand of 
an increasei wage by the miners was 
not responsible for the uncompromis- 
fing attitude of the mine operators. 
They would not have hesitated, proba- 
bly, to grant the strikers all they 
asked, at an early stage of the strike, 
had it not been that a far-reaching 
principle—a revolutionary policy—was 
involved in the determination of the 
coal trust to break the strike by the 
methods attempted. The issue at 
gtake was the very life of labor union- 
ism. 

It is to be hoped that, instead of per- 
petrating a feud, the relations of capi- 
tal and labor, as organized on both 
sides, will become more and more tem- 
pered with reason and justice, with 
arbitration as the final resort. The 
existence of harmonious relations be- 
tween the two ought to be the more 
practicable by reason of their close or- 
Zanization. The testimony of a large 
Ohio soft coal operator is interesting 
in this connection. He declares he has 
found it decidedly to the advantage 
of his company to deal with organized 
labor, and says: 

We gradually worked out one point af- 
ter another with the union leaders, and 
found them, on the whole, fair, reason- 
able men. They admitted that there were 
@& good many things in union practice 
that were wrong and were calculated to 
¢reate opposition, but they said if the 
companies would take time and make 
@ome allowances for the material that 
the leaders had to work with, they would 
find a disposition to do the fair thing. 
@ince we made our agreements with the 
mien we have done better than ever be- 
fore. The agreements have been kept, 
and kept sometimes under pressure, and 
when it was for the temporary advantage 
of the men to have broken them. We 
have found it safer to make contracts 
With the labor unions than we have to 
make contracts with competing compa- 
nmiek. That seems a hard thing to say, 
Dut it is true. 

This is the experience of many other 


@mployers. Public -sentiment, as a 
rule, supports trade unionism because 
ft believes in its reason and right of 
@xistence, and in its disposition to be 
fair, as well.

idly on to branches calculated to im- 
part polish rather than bottom. It is 
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the youth of the land as a smart ac- 
complishment, are not only ruinous to 
the proper use of language, but to cor-: 
rect orthography as well. People who 
cannot use words cannot be expected 
to spell them otherwise than phoneti- 
cally, and phonetic spelling is a poor 
excuse for ignorance. The dialect au- 
thors have unconsciously been great 
propagators of the phonetic heresy. 
The average city editor of American 
daily papers who has had experience 
in breaking in college graduates .as re- 
porters will testify to the superiority 
of even bright, accomplished young 
men to so commonplace an accomplish- 
ment as knowing how to spell the 
king’s English, and as for the average 
business man who is compelled to con- 
duct his correspondence through the 
medium of a sténographer, why, he 
will simply throw up both hands. 


Trusts and Tariff. 
In seeking to refute the unpleasant 
axiom of Sugar King Havemeyer that 
“the tariff is the mother of trusts,” 
the republican trust-epologists point 
to free-trade England as a country by 
no means free from great trade combi- 
nations or mergers. There is no gain- 
saying the fact that European nations 
are afflicted with trusts end concerned 
over the menace they convey, but the 
gist of the trust-tariff question is 
whether such gigantic monopolies in a 
low-tariff or free-trade country are as 
able to extort unreasonable profits. 
from the consumer as in a high-tariff 
country. It does not appear that this 
question will admit of any argument, 
so obvious must it be that a trust has 
the advantage of its per centum of 


| “protection” in fixing the price of its 


commodity against foreign competi- 
tion, and the American purchaser pays 
that per centum, at least. To this ex- 
tent the tariff is bound to play into 
the pocket of*the trust. 

Here is =n illustration in point, and 
a very conclusive one: The borax com- 
bination is an English corporation op- 
erating extensively in the United 
States as well as in the parent coun- 
try. Its raw material is largely ob- 
tained in America, but refined borax 
is sold in the United States at 7 3-4’ 
cents per pound, while in England but 
2 1-2 cents is charged. In England this 
trust enjoys no protection against out- 
side competitors, while—mark this 
well—in the United States it has tariff 
proteetion to the extent of 5 cents a 
pound, or within a quarter of a cent 
a pound of the difference between fhe 
segs, charged in England and Amer- 
ca.

A commendable reform is that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has sought to inaugu- 
rate in the matter of superfluous pub- 
lic documents. The multiplicity of the 
great American novel is few spuds in 
a hill compared with the redundancy 
of department and bureau publications 
scattered broadcast from Washington 
and considered by the rustling con- 
gressman a powerful auxiliary of free 
garden seed as a renomination fore 
thought.

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pir. Hall’s Motion To Refer Govy- 
ernor’s Statements About Depot 
to Committee of Five Ig 
Passed—Debate Occupied 
All the Morning. 


Almost the entire session of the house 
was taken up yesterday with a debate 
on the. depot question, ending in the 


ge by a vote of 8 to 57 of @ mo- 
fsa Mr. Hall, of Bibb, as follows: 

“That taat portion of the govern- 
ors message in reference to the union 
nger depot in Atlanta be referred 

to a special committee of five, .who 
shall inyestigate the present condition 
of the station of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad in the city of Atlan- 
ta and report to the house all the facts 
in connection therewith, and what 
legislation is necessary to require the 
lessee to comply wita their con- 
tracts.” 

When the house met, Mr. Hall resumed 
his debate on the foregoing motion, refer- 
ring especially to that portion of the 
governor's message relating to the de- 


t. 

“That was the most important state- 
ment in the governor's message, it seems 
te mé,” Mr. Hall said. “The governor 
made a startling statement in that paft 
of his message. He said that one-aalf 
the value of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad is involved in that passenger 
station. President Thomas said if the 
state failed to build a depot on that 
property the state’s railroad would de- 
reciate $1,000,000, and Mr. Harman said 
ii would mean a depreciation of half a 
million dollars. In the face of that the 
governor says the failure to build a de- 
pot will mean a loss to the state of ‘aalf 
that property or $5,000,000, and the crip- 
pling of the state school system. 

“I see the papers yesterday afternoon 
said I had changed front on the depot 
question and now wanted to build a de- 
pot there. I have not changed front; I 
have been trying for four years to re- 
quiré the lessees of the state’s property 
to comply wita their contract and put 
that depot in good condition. I asked 
Mr. Thomas why his company did not 
comply with its agreement, and his ex- 
cuse was that the state had never put 
his company in possession of more than 
three-tenths of the depot.”’ 

Mr. Hall read from the acts of 1899 
a requirement upon the lessees to com- 
ply with their contract in keeping up 
the state’s property, and said that if 
this was not done it was made the duty 
of the governor and the special attorney 
for the Western and Atlantic railroad to 
take charge of the matter and see that 
the lessee pays rental just as do the 
other railroads. 

“We fave a special officer to whom we 
pay $2,000 a year,’’ Mr. Hall said. ‘““‘Why 
has he not forced the lessee company to 
comply with its contract? Why has 
the state’s property depreciated thou- 
sands of dollars? It has depreciated bé- 
cause those chargéd*wfth the’ duty have 
failed to make tais lessee comply with 
its contract. Let us appoint this com- 
mittee and see where the trouble is and | 
remedy it.” r 

Mr. Slaton Replies. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, rose to reply to 
Mr. Hall, when Mr. Rankin, of Gordon, 
made ‘ne point of order that as a motion 
to commit it was not debatable. The 
point was overruled, as the motion in- 
volved the appointment of a special com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Slaton expressed surprise at the 
attitude of Mr. Hall. He said if there 
was one man who ought to be satisfied 
with the situation as it has ttanspired 
he considered it was Mr. Hall. Mr. Sla- 
ton presented the facts in connection 
with the depot legislation for the benefit 
of the new members. The report of the 
special depot committee, he said, would 
be before the house within the next two 
or three days and would explain the en- 
tire situation fully. It may be necessary, 
Mr. Slaton said, not only to appoint a 
committee when this report is received, 
but to appoint a committee with instriuc- 
tions. Until that report is received Mr. 
Slaton moved that Mr. Hall’s motion be 
tabled. He said he would not have made 
the motion had not Mr. Hall attacked 
the statement made in the governor's 
Message with reference to the matter. 
The ayes and nays were called for on 
this, the very first. motion relating to 
the depot, and upon the call of the roll 
the motion to table was lost by a vote 
of 8 to 63. : 

Mr. George, of Morgan, said while he 
voted against tabling the motion he 
thought it was untimely and out of 
Place. He had never heard, he said. of a 
part of the governor's message or of all 
of it being referred to a committee, There 
was no precedent for it. Recommenda- 
tions of governors had been referred to 
committees for their consideration, but 
never had a part of a governor’s meés- 
®age merely relating facts as this does 
been so referred. 

“T am ready to vote for a committee to 
investigate the conditions of that depot, 
but not for the reference of this state- 
ment of facts from the governor’s mes- 
sage,” Mr. George said.

It is now rumored that the Louisville 
and Nashville is interested in the land 
deals on the west’ side, and that it will 
build into Atlanta at the same time the 
Seaboard Air Line does. 

This will explain the conflicting stories 


las to, the route te be pursued by ‘the 


line @éntering Atlanta. The Loufsville and 
Nashville a few months ago purchased 
the Atlanta, Knoxville and? Northern, 
which extends from Marietta to Knox- 
ville. The Louisville and Nashville has 
a line from Cincinnati to Jellico, which, 
up to this time, has been useful only as 
a local carrier and as a coal road. A 
line is now under construction between 
Knoxville and Jellico, which will give the 
Louisvillé and Nashville a through line 
from Cincinnati to Atlanta, using the 
tracks of the Western and Atlantic from 
Marietta to Atlanta. 

The question as to whether or not the 
Louisville and Nashville would build into 
Atlanta from Marietta has beeh much dis- 
cussed ever since the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern was purchased. The rumor 
that the Louisville and Nashville is buy- 
‘ing a right of way into the city natural- 
ly gives the impression that it intends to 
run its trains into Atlanta over its owfi 
}raiis from the Deginning of the through 
service. 

It is known that the high officials 
of the Seaboard are rather avefse to 
going into a joint deal with any company 
controlled by the Morgan interests. The 
Seaboard and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville will, probably, have distinct Iines, 
but it seems that they are cooperating 
in getting their right of way and that 
their entry tracks will possibly parallel 
each other.

| IN PENSION ROLLS 


Commissioner Lindsay Will Ask for 
an Appropriation of $880,000. 


MORE THAN 1,000 NEW NAMES 


Pension Commissioner, in His Annual 
Report, Will Make Some Impor- 
tant Recommendations to 
Members of the General 
Assembly. 


In his annual report Commissioner of 
Pensions Lindsey will make..some im- 
portant recommendations to the members 
of the genera] assembly. This report is 
expected to be submitted to the legisla- 
ture next Monday. 

The commissioner will ask for an ap- 
priation this year of $880,000 for pension 
rolls. This is an increase of $58,000 over 
tae amount set aside last year for pen- 
sions. Acording to the report tnere are 
more than 1,00 new names on the pen- 
sion rolls for 1"2. The increase repre- 
sents pensioners of the indigent class. 

Last year the pension appropriation 
was $822,000, which was an increase of 
$132,000 over the preceding year, for in 
191 the rolls amounted to $690,000. This 
jarge increase, however, was made nec- 
essary largely by the addition of an- 
other class of pensioners, the indigent 
widows woo were paid $18,000. ; 

Commissioner Lindsey will make three 
very important recommendations, the 
first of which is the necessity for having 
the legisidvure take steps to have a com- 
plete and accurate roster of all Georgia 
goldiers prepared, This will facilitate 
matters considerably and will prevent, to 
a large extent, any possible chance on 
the part of unscrupulous persons to prac- 
tice fraud on the state. 

Another recommendatior™ will be that 
of having impartial medical examiners 
appointed, probably one in each congres- 
sional district, to pass upon applicants 
for pensions. Tae third recommendation 
is in the interest of quarterly instead 
of annual payments of pensions. 

Captain Lindsey is of the opinion that 
if this plan is carried out and is operated 
after the manner adopted by the stxate 
school commissioner in paying state pub- 
lic school teachers, the work can be ac- 
complished in a comparatively short time 
and the state will get the use of much 
of the money taroughout the year. 
Governor Candler, in his last message 
to the legislature, touched upon several 
of these matters. 

Commissioner Lindsey is very anxious 
to have laws passed which will prevent 
fraud in securing pensions and hopes to 
interest the legislature to that end. Re- 
cently he discovered that three men 
were impersonating their fathers, who 
were dead, and were receiving the pen- 
sions intended for their parents. The 
names of the men have not been made 
public by the commissioner, but he has 
sent them to the grand juries in their 
respective counties for action.

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A MADNESS OF MIDSUMMER 


The Danger Which Lies in Over-In- 
duigence in Coid Drinks. 


New York Evening Post: One of the 
most surprising and discouraging things 
a@pout modern wartare is the tact that 
tne mortality from disease averages about 
twice as great as that from Duilets. in 
some cases it is much more than double, 
as in the Russo-Turkish war. of 18//-1515, 
when the Russian army lost 88,uu0 by dis- 
eases, ag against only 2,00 who suc- 
cumbed to wounds. #ven in the boer 
war it was. nearly doubie among the 
British troops engaged—i3,272, as against 
7,795, an excess of 56,477 on the side of 
disease. Yet it would be unfair to Jump 
to the conclusion that medical science and 
practice are at fault. Great advances 
nave been made in recent decades in 
military surgery and sanitation, and .the 
doctors are painstaking and conscientious. 

The cause of the trouble lies in the 
soldiers themselves; they are their own 
deadliest enemies. The diseases to which 
they succumb during a campaign are, 
for the most part, orf an infectious, en- 
teric character, such as typhoid fever and 
dysentery, and they are brought on by 
the reckless disregard of careful sani- 
tary instructions about the drinking of 
foul or suspicious water before it has 
been boiled. The same soldier who would 
bravely face death or torture on the bat- 
tle field succumbs in the most cowardly 
way before the momentary discomfort of 
thirst, and drinks out of any polluted 
river or puddle, utterly regardless of con- 
sequences. When Kitchener was on the 
march to the Sudan, the soldiers were 
sternly warned against drinking «the 
cholera-infected water of the Nile; never- 
theless, sO many of them sneaked to the 
banks. to quench their thirst that a few 
of them had to be shot, t® deter the 


others and to preserve discipiige. 


These facts might be dwelt on as al- 
fording a timely hint, 
cholera has begun to attack our army :n 
the Philippines. Our present. purpose, 
however, is to point a mora] nearer home.

soldiers in hot ; * “many men 
nd women in our sweltering cities. From 
ano morn till late at night the drug 
stores are crowded with rows of thirsiy 
individuals who eagerly gulp down large 
quantities of ice cold drinks with aston- 
ishing disregard of pathological conse- 
vences. Some of them even aggravate 
the evi] by having a spoonful or two of 
pounded ice put into the glass, 

Many of these greedy gulpers must be 
aware that ice coid drinks do not really 
allay one’s thirst. The Swiss guidebooks 
always warn tourists against drinking 
glacier water; and if a pedestrian disre- 
gards this advice, he inevitably finds 
himself getting more and more thirsty. 
and if he keeps on drinking, he will be 
likely to neeq the services of a doctor-in 
the evening. The pleasant flavors of our 
iced drinks make them much more tempt- 
ing to thirsty mortals than the glacier 
water, which they excel in coldness; cun- 
sequently the dose is repeated. at every 
opportunity. It is very profitable to ie 
druggist, but disastrous to the drinkers. 
On such a subject it is impossible to col- 
lect statistics, but no one who has studied 
physiology and knows the extremely sen- 
sitive condition of the mucous membrane 
of the stomach can doubt that a vast 
amount of disease is brought on, directly 
or indirectly, by the ice cold soda water 
habit. There is a well-founded belief 
that many: cases of sunstroke (last ycar, 
early in Oe there were more than 200 
a day) are brought on by chilling the 
system with iced drinks and then expos- 
ing one’s self to the blazing sun. 

aes of course, ig a necessity in this 
climate; but not one family in a hun- 
dred knows how to use it rationally. Our 
way of flinging chunks of it (possibly 
tainted with typhoid germs) into our 

itchers or glesses ig infinitely less civ- 
lized than the old Spanish way of cool- 
ing the water in pores: earthen pitchers. 
This gives it that medium cold tempera- 
ture which alone really quenches the mad 
thirst of midsummer. aA similar result 
may be obtained by cooling bottles or 
siphons in a refrigerator. Better, how- 
‘ever, than any cold drink in summer is 
weak tea or some other hot drink. Per- 
taking of this is soon followed by a de- 
lightful feeling of contentment, or even 
exhilaration. Of course, a warm drink 
does not tickle the palate so pleasantly 
as the ice water does; hence its unpopu- 
larity; you cannot get it in any drug 
store in summer. Everybody clamors 
madly for ice. 

No doubt, many of these ice water 
drinkers would be surprised and indig- 
nant to:be called gross ard foolish sen- 
sualists, Yet that Is what they come per- 
ilously near being. They swallow the 
soda water simply because it feels good 
for a few seconds to have the sweet, cold 
liquid roll down the throat. A man who 
does this may be called an epicure—one 
who likes good things to eat and drink— 
but to call him an epicurean would be an 
insult to Epicurus. That much-maligned 
and misrepresented Greek philosonher 
would have been the first to condemn the 
iced soda water habit and to moralize on 
our midsummer madness. He did, indeed, 
teach that pleasure is the greatest good: 
but he expressly declared that we should 
avoid all pleasures that provide only a 
momentary enjoyment at the cost of fu- 
ture pain or discomfort. 


The Cuban Mix-Up. 

New York Evening Post: Eastern news- 
papers were misled by the dispatches 
from St. Paul last week which repre- 
sented that the Minnesota republican 
state convention had adGopted a plank 
regarding Cuban reciprocity which in- 
dorsed r. Roosevelt’s position on .the 
question so briefly but heartily that by 
necessary inference it condemned the 
course of the “‘insurgents’’ in both house 
and senate who thwarted the president's 
policy. As telegraphed to this part of 
the country, the resolution.on the subject 
simply declared that ‘we favor recipro- 
ity with Cuba, as urged by President 
Roosevelt."" But the official text of the 
platform shows that the deliverance was 
a very different thing. This is the way 
that it reads in full: 

“We favor reciprocity with Cuba, urged 
by President Roosevelt. by a plan which 
shall insure the profitable interchange 
of commodities, inure to the advantage 
of both nations, help the Cuban people 
needing assistance, but the chief benefits 

which shall not enrich trusts, monop- 
es or foreign speculators, or ‘which 


now that the j 


shall not interrupt our home production.’ 
Representative Tawney, a lleader in 
the house opposition to the reciprocity 
urged by the president, and Senators 
Nelson and Clapp, who took the same 
position. in the upper branch, are fully 
justifiea@ in holding that this 1acing-both- 
ways resolution is quite as much an 
indorsement of their attitude as of the 
resident’s. jIndeed, the St. Paul Pioneer 
Press. the leading republican newspaper 
of Minnesota, explains that this “1s in- 
tended to mean the kind of recjprocity 
which our senators and representatives 
declare their willingness to support. 
A platform which indorses the kind of 
Cuban Recep recy that Mr. Roosevelt 
urged, both in his regular message to 
congress last December and in his special 
message on the subject a few weeks ago, 
and at the same time is intended to in- 
dorse those members of the congressional 
delegation who successfully opposed the 
president's policy, carries no_ weight.

DUN’S REVIEW. 


New York, October 24.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 
‘‘No bettcr evidence of industrial and com- 
mercial activity is needed than present in- 
adequate transportation facilities. Every form 
of railway equipment from track to rolling 
etock has been created and perfected during 
the past few years to an extent that appeared 
almost excessive, yet the nation’s business has 
more than kept pace Unseasonably mild 
weather has retard retail trade at many 
points, yet the movement of goods is fully 
sustained by undiminished preparations for 
future sales. Dietribution delayed by high 
temperature is not lost, while the agricu!tural 
community will profit very materially by the 
tardiness of frost, increasing their ability 
to consume the products of factories and mills. 
Labor is more fully employed than at any 
recent date, only a few small controversies 
interrupting. Money market preesure has been 
removed and !egitimate trade is not retarded 
by quiet speculation. Earnings of the rail- 
ways during October thus far exceed last 
year’s by 4.5 per cent and those of 1900 by 
12.0 per cent. . 

“Coke is still. the vital factor in the iron 
and steel situation. Not only has no im- 
provement occurred, but the supply of fuel is 
falling further behind and the outlook is 
alarming. . Pig iron ie in great demand, im- 
ports promising to continue large, and .as the 
higher duty on steel will not be exacted, there 
is reason to anticipete a liberal movement 
from Germany. The demand for rails ie so 
great that large purchases abroad are being 
negotiated, while practically all railway sup- 
plies find an eager market. Structural shapes 
and other heavy lines of steel are in a atrong 
position, but there is evidence of irregularity 
in wire rods and actual weakness in a few 
lines that. are now offered freely. Tin plate 
manufacturers are making a hard fight to se- 
eure the large foreign business done here under 
the drawback arrangement and a new method 
of production is being perfected that, prom- 
ises to cheapen the cost. Among the other 
metals, both tin and copper advanced sharply, 
but the former reacted.
